I present  my  Report  for  the  year  i960.  Details  will  be  found 
in  the  body  of  the  report.  The  main  items  are  summarised  as  follows  - 


The  estimated  population  continued  to  show  an  increase.  The 
present  figure  of  13?180  reflects  an  increase  of  2,590  since  1947. 


Births  - 

The  Birth  Rate  showed  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year,  and 
is  well  above  the  County  and  National  Rates, 


There  was  an  increase  in  both  Still  Births  and  Illegitimate  Births 
during  the  year. 


Deaths  - 

The  Death  Rate  was  a little  higher  than  1959j  but  still  well 
below  the  County  and  National  Rates,  There  was  a reduction  in  the 
number  of  Cancer  Deaths.  On  the  other  hand  there  was  an  increase  in 
the  deaths  of  Infants  and  in  Accidental  Deaths. 


Infectious  Diseases  - 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease  was  low  during  the  year, 
being  confined  to  a few  cases  of  Measles  and  Scarlet  Fever.  There 
was  a reduction  in  the  number  of  fresh  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 
and  one  death  from  this  disease. 


General  Hygiene  & Sanitation  - 

There  are  no  sanitary  problems.  A high  hygienic  standard  is 
maintained  throughout  the  town.  The  Council  has  an  excellent  record 
in  Housing,  Water  Supplies,  Drainage  and  other  fields  of  environmental 
Hygiene. 

Conclusion  - 

I wish  to  thank  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their 
continued  courtesy  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

1 . Prescelly 

The  source  of  the  major  water  supply  to  Milford  Haven  is  the 
Prescelly  gathering  ground  in  North  East  Pembrokeshire.  The  water  is 
a -typical  upland  surface  water,  being  soft  and  rather  acid.  It  is 
impounded  in  a reservoir  of  160,000,000  gallons  capacity. 

After  impounding  the  water  passes  through  a modern  filtration 
and  chlorination  plant.  The  quality  of  the  water  is  controlled  by 
routine  sampling,  both  chemical  and  bacteriological  before  and  after 
treatment . 


2.  Thornton 

Springs  in  the  Thornton  area  (Haverfordwest  Rural  District  Council) 
are  impounded  in  the  three  reservoirs  with  a total  effective  capacity  of 
16,000,000  gallons. 

The  water  gravitates  to  a purification  plant  at  Priory  and  is 
pumped  from  here  to  service  reservoirs  at  the  Meads. 

This  water  is  chiefly  used  for  industrial  purposes,  under  drought 
conditions  or  other  failure  for  the  Prescelly  supply.

The  average  daily  consumption  in  the  town  was  583*000  gallons. 

This  is  equivalent  to  46  gallons  per  head  of  population  per  day.

GENERAL  HYG-IENE  & SANITATION 


Refuse  is  collected  v/eekly  from  all  private  dwellings  and  business 
premises  within  the  urban  district  and  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
at  the  Priory  refuse  tip.  One  Karri er  7 cu.  yds.  petrol  engined,  one 
Karrier  7 cu.  yds.  diesel  engined  refuse  collection  vehicles  and  one  10  cu. 
yds.  Ford  diesel  engined  refuse  collection  vehicle  are  employed  in  the 
collection  of  refuse  and  salvage. 


The  7 cu.  yds.  petrol  engined  Karrier  is  due  for  replacement.  A 
new  Shelvoke  & Drewry  12  cu.  yds.  fore  and  aft  tipper  has  been  ordered  and 
delivery  is  expected  mid  1961. 


It  is  estimated  that  91  ,£>%  of  the  premises  in  the  urban  area  are 
connected  to  the  public  sewer.

4.  Sewers. 

Sewers  were  treated  for  rodent  infestation  in  June  when  four 
hundred  and  seventy- three  manholes  were  baited,  and  December  when  one  hundred 
and  twenty  manholes  were  baited. 

One  full  time  operative  is  employed  by  the  Council  to  carry  out 
surveys  and  treatments  for  rodent  infestation.  Poisons  used  are  arsenious 
oxide,  zinc  phosphide  and  warfarin.
